No Conspiracy Seen 
In Mrs. King's Killing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 


Department has concluded that there was 
no conspiracy in the killing of Mrs. Mar- 
tin Luther King Sr. 


In a telephone interview Thursday, 


Deputy Asst. Atty. Gen. K. William 
O'Connor said that "the evidence did not 
support any concept of conspiracy." A 
preliminary FBI investigation of the case 
has been halted. 


Marcus Wayne Chenault, 23, of Dayton, 


Ohio, has been charged with killing the 
70-year-old mother of slain civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King Jr. A church 
deacon also was killed and another 
woman wounded in the shooting spree 
last Sunday at Ebenezer Baptist Church 
in Atlanta. 


O'Connor had directed the FBI to look 


into the possibility of a conspiracy on 
Monday. The FBI said it was in- 
vestigating in Atlanta, in Ohio and 
elsewhere. 


The Justice Department official said 


"We naturally took a look at this. Mrs. 
Poor Bandits 
Get Poorer 


Miami, Fla. (AP) — Two bandits who 


tried to rob a restaurant Thursday were 
poorer when they fled than when they 
came in. and one might be finding his feet 
a bit sore, police said. 


Officers said two armed men were 


waiting for manager Iran Rubinez when 
he showed up to open Lum's Restaurant, 
but Rubinez fought the gunmen when 
they tried to force him to open the safe- 


Police said the bandits fled as other 


employes arrived for work, but they left 
behind them several items lost in the 
struggle with Rubinez — including two 
hats, a beaded necklace, a pair of shoes 
and a gold watch. 


Officers said that if the bandits wish to 


reclaim their lost property, it will be 
waiting for them at police headquarters. 


King was a very important person and it 
seemed very peculiar." 


But O'Connor said, -'On the basis of the 


analysis done by the FBI at my request, 
on yesterday a determination was made 
by me that the evidence did not support 
any concept of conspiracy and that sub- 
ject Chenault was acting alone and not in 
concert with others.". 


He said he then stopped the FBI in- 


vestigation. 


"There isn't any group of any con- 


sequence with which Mr. Chenault is 
associated other than a very small 
religious organization in Winchester, Ky. 
It's a group of four or five people which 
has no bearing on this case," O'Connor 
said. 


Last Tuesday, the Dayton Journal 


Herald said in a copyright story that 
Chenault belonged to a group known as 
"The Troop," which it said believes black 
ministers should be punished because 
they have misled their people. The paper 
quoted an unnamed friend of Chenault's 
as saying that persons in Cincinnati, 
Columbus, Youngstown and Dayton, 
Ohio, were members of the group. 


That day, Chenault's attorney Randy 


Bacote said Chenault told him he had 
"never been a party to any group, 
organization or following." 


And the Journal Herald reported on 


Wednesday that'its source was claiming 
that he did not use the term "The Troop" 
to refer to the group. The newspaper said 
the source claimed he had referred to 
"the truth" in general. 


On Tuesday, Sgt. Berlyn Compton of 


the Atlanta police department revealed 
names on two "death lists" of black 
leaders allegedly compiled by ChenaulL 
Among them were the Rev. Ralph David 
Abernathy, president of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference; Mar- 
tin Luther King Sr., soul singer Aretha 
Franklin; 
Chicago civil rights leader 


Jesse Jackson, and the evangelist, the 
Rev. "Bee" Eikenkoetter. 


Thai Rioters Dispersed 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - Police and 


army riot troops on Friday dispersed hun- 
dreds of young Chinese who had held 
police at bay during two days of rioting in 
Bangkok's Chinatown. 


Police reported most of the rioters had 


left the streets but said they were bracing 
for renewed violence after dark. A state of 
emergency remained in effect. 


Authorities revised their reported death 


toll downward from 22 to 14. They said at 
least 62 persons had been arrested. 


The atmosphere around the bullet- 


scarred Plabplachai police station was 
calm but tense. It had been the focus of the 
rioting and was under siege Thursday night 
and early Friday. 


Broken traffic lights and signs hung from 


posts and hulks of burned- out cars and 


buses littered the streets of much of 
Chinatown. At least one building was 
destroyed by fire. 


About 2,400 specially trained riot troops 


stood guard throughout the city to enforce 
Prime Minister Sanya Thammasak's new 
get-tough policy against disturbances. 


An investigation was ordered into the 


cause of the bloody rioting. 


A government announcement early 


Friday said the rioters would be treated as 
"Communist terrorists" — an indication 
the government would use any force 
necessary to quell the disturbance. 


Then the 300 border patrol police rolled 


up to the besieged police station in ar- 
mored vehicles with fresh arms and am- 
munition. They took the offensive, disper- 
sing the rioting students. 


Earlier, Prime Minister Sanya declared 


the state of emergency and warned the 
youths to go home. 


But the young rioters, armed with 


weapons looted from gunshops, attacked 
the police station, raking three sides with 
gunfire from a Buddhist temple across the 
street, while hundreds of other armed 
rioters moved toward the scene. 


Violence first erupted at the polke sta- 


tion early Thursday over the arrest of an il- 
legally parked taxi driver. 


Sporadic clashes were reported in other 


parts of the capital with a number of cars 
and buses destroyed and one shop set afire. 


Rioters careened through streets of the 


sprawling capital in commandeered buses 
wh'1c police gave chase. Residents were 
warned to stay inside or be shot as rioters. 


Bands of youths roved streets urging 


others to come out and join the fight. 


Gen. Kris Srivara, commander in chief of 


Thai armed forces, called for 10 tanks from 
Bangkok suburbs to try to break the siege 
of the police station. Some 2,400 army rein- 
forcements were summoned late Thursday 
from outside the capital. 


The reason for the riots was unclear. 


Observers noted there is widespread 
resentment against police for their role in 
last October's bloodshed in which 
demonstrating students brought down the 
government and forced constitutional 
reforms. 


But the observers said it is questionable 


whether resentment against police alone 
could explain the intensity of Thursday's 
rioting. 


2 Cosmdnaufs Transfer 
To Salyut 3 Space Lab 


Moscow (AP) — Two Soviet i 


, cosmonauts entered the Salyut 3 
space laboratory 
after 


successfully Unking their Soyuz 
14 spacecraft with the orbiting" 
space lab, the government an- 
nounced early Friday. 


The Soyuz craft was rocketed 


into space Wednesday evening. 


The government news agency 


Tass reported that its crew, Col. 
Pavel Popovich and Lt.-Col. 
Yuri Artyukhin, entered Salyut 3 
via the transfer hatch, after 
making certain the space lab's 
systems were functioning 
properly. 


Their work aboard Salyut in- 


cludes studying the earth's sur- 
face and atmospheric for- 
mations, as well as .medical 
experiments and tests on the 
laboratory's design, Tass said. 


Tass said both the cosmonauts 


feel well and had begun their 
program of experiments. 


The docking took place early 


Friday. 


Tass said the approach and 


docking ;pf the space craft was 


"normal." On-board in- 
struments guided the spacecraft 
to within 300 yards of the space 
lab and then the two cosmonauts 
took the controls, completing 
the linkup themselves, Tass said. 


The official announcement 


came after confusion over 
whether the docking maneuver 
had been achieved. 


Jack Reilly, 'spokesman for a 


group of astronauts in training at 
Sar City, at first said the 
Americans had been told the 
linkup had been made. Later, he 
said there had been a mixup and 
the docking procedure was yet to 
come. 


Soyuz 14 was popped into 


earth orbit Wednesday night 
from the Baikonur launch site in 
Kazakhstan. 


In its afternoon progress 


report, the Soviet press agency 
said that by 4 p.m. local time, or 
9 a.m. EDT, the Soyuz vehicle 
had completed 13 orbits of the 
world. 


The Soyuz crew, Col. Pavel 


Popovich anfl his flight engineer, 
Lt. Col. Yuri Artyukhin, both 44, 


were "feeling well and their 
flight program proceeds nor- 
mally," Tass said. 


According to Tass, Soyuz 14's 


flight plan called for "joint 
experiments with the orbital. 
scientific station Salyut and a 
comprehensive checkup of the 
improved on-board systems of 
the Soyuz ship in various flight 
regimes." 


The Russians have not said it, 


but many Western observers in 
Moscow believe the mission is a 
test run of a new Soyuz craft 
designed for a July 1975 docking 
mission with a U;S. Apollo craft. 
The Americans are working with 
a Soviet crew to prepare for the 
joint mission. 


Three cosmonauts died aboard 


the last Soyuz that docked in 
space. Since active planning 
began for the D.S.-Soviet mis- 
sion, the Americans reportedly 
have been pressing the Soviets to 
test their Soyuz vehicle 
thoroughly. 


Deadlock May Be Broken 
By State College Trustees

The state college trustees will 


try at their July 12 meeting to 
break an impasse on the best 
way to pass on a $360,000 tuition 
break to students at the four 
state colleges. 


At the board of trustees' last 


two meetings, a 3-3 deadlock 
developed over how the tuition 
break should be passed on. Both 
times one board member, each 
time a different one, was absent. 


If all seven trustees attend the 


meeting in Omaha, the issue 
could be decided at last. 


One faction wants to pass on 


the money in the form of tuition 
remissions to deserving 
students. They are led by Robert 
Walker. George Egermeyer and 
Ward Reesmann. 


The other group, consisting of 


trustees Bill Colwell, J. Alan 
Cramer, James Lane and Cecil 
Stanley, want to lower tuition by 
50 cents per credit hour from 
$15.50 to $15. That would require 
approximately one-third of the 
money available 


The balance of the appropria- 


tion would be used to fund tui- 
tion remissions. Edwin Nelson, 
executive secretary for the board 
of trustees, estimated the money 
would allow free tuition for one 
year for 75 students at Chadron 
State College, 105 at Kearney, 
125 at Peru and 21 at Wayne. 


The Legislature ordered the 


distribution on that basis. 


The faction favoring straight 


tuition remissions with no tui- 
tion cut has indicated that in in- 
flationary times it would not be 
prudent to lower costs for one 
school year. 


They have asked, in effect, 


"What happens next year if 
funds aren't available?" Tuition, 
they have indicated, would 
jump, giving an undesireable 
roller-coaster effect 


The faction on record for both 


a tuition cut and expanded tui- 
tion remissions has felt that tui- 
tion is high enough. They feel 
there is a direct relationship 
between the costs of education 
and the number of students an 
institution can attract

He attributes the increase partially to the in- 


flux of Vietnam vets and to the Korean War 
vets "who are getting to the age when they 
need care," as well as to the growing use of 
oat-patient services.

Cases To Begin 
On Child Support

Lancaster District Court will 


soon begin hearings on child sup- 
port cases under provisions of 
LB961 passed by the 1974 
Legislature. 


The law provides that the dis- 


trict court clerk certify to the 
court cases delinquent in pay- 
ment of child support for more 
than 30 days, and in which con- 
tempt proceedings haven't been 
initiated. 


Lancaster District Judge 


Samuel Van Pelt said that there 
are about 400 such cases to be 
processed to date and he has set 
July 11 for hearing the first 
group. 


He said the law provides that 


the court appoint an attorney to 
commence 
the 
court 


proceedings and he intends to 
appoint competent, aggressive 
young lawyers who have the 
time to spend on such actions. 


The hearing, he explained, will 


be a "show cause" type of 


hearing to determine why the in- 
dividual has- not been making 
child support payments pursuant 
to previous court order. 


Judge Van Pelt said that he 


hopes to set aside-one day or at 
least one-half day per week to 
handle these matters and take 
about ten to 15 at a time. 


The order setting the cases for 


hearing and appointing the 
lawyer to handle the cases 
specifically asks the individual to 
appear together with relevant in- 
come and finance information to 
show cause-why he should not be 
found guilty and punished for 
contempt of court. 


Judge Van Pelt said such in- 


formation is necessary to find 
out what the individual has and 
what his earning capabilities are 
before making a contempt of 
court finding. 


He also said that the court will 


appoint attorneys to represent 
the individual as well as to 
prosecute the case if the in- 
dividual is indigent and further 
proceedings are required.

Protesters Rally In Raleigh 


Friday/ July 5, 1974 Tht Lincoln Star 3 


Raleigh, N.C. (UPI)-Several 


thousand singing and chanting 
protesters paraded through 
downtown Raleigh Thursday in a 
July 4th rally their leaden said 
would "relight the fires" of the 
1960s civil rights movement. 


Estimates of the crowd ranged 


from 10,000 by leaders to about 
half that by Raleigh police, who 
stood along the parade routes by 
the scores. Worried by counter- 
protests by militant white, 
segregationist groups, Gov. 
James E. Holshouser Jr. put 1,- 
000 National Guardsmen and 300 
state troopers on standby alert. 


But no violence developed and 


the protesters marched shouting 
and singing past a handful of 
pickets wearing the robes of Ku 
Klux Klansmen and the brown 
shirts and swastika armbands of 
Nazi Party members. 


Jeers and taunts were 


exchanged between the two 
sides, but a squad of 25 
policemen stood between the 
marchers and the pickets and 
there were no arrests. An oc- 
casional protester moved in with 
the white pickets, snapping pic- 
tures and taunting them.

Conference; black activist 
Angela Davis, the Rev. Ben 
Chavis of the United Church of 
Christ's Commission for Racial 
Justice and North Carolina In- 
dian activist Howard Brooks 
spoke to the crowd at the steps 
of North Carolina's century-old 
state capitol. 


Abernathy echoed the other 


leaders in calling North Carolina 
"one of the most, if not the 
most, repressive states in the 
nation." 


Veterans March Peacefully 
For Benefits Hike, Amnesty 


Washington (UPI),- Hun- 


dreds of veterans and their 
friends marched peacefully 
Thursday for better benefits for 
themselves and unconditional 
amnesty for those who resisted 
service. 


With the temperature in the 


mid-90s and the sun blazing, a. 
two-block line of demonstrators 
walked from the Lincoln 
Memorial to a spot between the 
Jefferson Memorial and the 
White House. A rough count 
placed their number at 2,000. 


Led by a young woman with a 


bullhorn, they chanted, "What 
do we want? Amnesty! When do, 
we want it? Now!" They carried 
signs asking "universal uncon- 
ditional amnesty for all war 
resisters." There were banners 
from New York, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Dayton. 


They sat on the grass, sang 


songs and listened to speeches. 
The yellow stars of the flags of 
North Vietnam, the Viet Cong, 
and Khmer Rouge of Cambodia 
and the Pathet Lao of Laos 


dangled at angles from the edges 
of the picket-fenced, 10-foot 
high, makeshift rostrum. 


The march was sponsored by. 


the Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War-Winter Soldier 
Organization (VVAW-WSO). A 
veteran explained that the name 
was taken from those "who 
stuck it out during the winter at 
Valley Forge — and we'll stick it 
out." 


VVAW-WSO is calling for an 


end of U.S. aid to the govern- 
ment of South Vietnamese Presi- 
dent Thieu and Cambodian 
Prime Minister Lon Nol, "de- 
cent benefits" for veterans, 
"single-grade discharge" for all 
Vietnam vets and "kick Nixon 
out." 


Another group numbering 


about 200 marched south on 16th 
Street from Meridian Hill Park 
to Lafayette Square just north of 
the White House in what was 
billed as the "second American 
bonus march." 


-They wanted: an end to 


"disgraceful conditions" in VA 
hospitals, an increase hi rights 


for all veterans, 
"humane 


homes" for disabled veterans, 
more jobs for veterans and 
expanded programs for Spanish- 
speaking and woman veterans. 


This demonstration was spon- 


sored by the American GI 
Forum, an organization of 168,- 
000 mostly Chicano members; 
the American Veterans Move- 
ment (AVM), with 8,000 
members; and the National 
Association for Puerto Rican 
Civil Rights, with 25,000 
members. 


AVM National Commander 


Ron Kovic, a Marine Sergeant 
who served two tours in Vietnam 
and is now in a wheelchair, and 
Forum National Commander 
Tony Gallegos, of Los Angeles, 
were among those taking part. 


There were no arrests and no 


incidents. Wednesday, a fracas 
broke out between police and 
VVAW -when some of the 
demonstrators broke lines 
during rush-hour traffic. Three 
were hospitalized and five 
arrested. 


Miss Davis told the crowd that 


the rally could serve as a "spark 
to relight the fires" of the civil 
rights movement. 
' "When we first started talking 
about this, a lot of people said 
the movement is dead," she 
said. "People are tired of 
demonstrating. Well, we are 
proving them wrong." 


The marchers dedicated the 


protest to Mrs. Martin Luther 
King Sr, slain by a young black 
man Sunday in Atlanta. 


Miss Davis said the National 


Alliance Against Racist and 
Political Repression was 
prepared to move into the 
streets to back up such causes as 
the fight against the death penal- 
ty.Leroy Gibson, organizer of the 
Rights of White People Group, 
said his followers and the other 
like-minded groups were 
showing their support for the 
death penalty and protesting 
communism. He was issued a 
permit to picket at two sites 
along the march. 


Britain Announces Ulster Peace Plan 


LONDON (AP; — Britain an- 


nounced a new blueprint for 
peace in Northern Ireland on 
Thursday. It provides for new 
elections to a constitutional con- 
vention whose task will be to 
decide on a form of administra- 
tion acceptable to both 
Protestants and Roman 
Catholics. 


The government plan, called 


"The Northern Ireland Constitu- 
tion White Paper," puts the 
burden largely on the people of 
Ulster to work out their own 
destiny. 


Prime Minister 
Harold 


Wilson's 
government 


nevertheless remains committed 
to power-sharing between 
Protestants and minority 
Catholics in the strife-torn 
province. 


Two-thirds 
of Northern 


Ireland's I'/z million people are 
Protestants. 


For five years the province has 


been wracked by sectarian 
violence. The Irish Republican 
Army has waged a bomb-and- 
bullet campaign for union with 
the predominantly Catholic Irish 
Republic and there has been a 
backlash by Protestant 
extremists. 


More than 1,000 people have 


died in the violence. A British 
soldier, shot by a sniper while on 
patrol outside a Belfast bar last 
week, died in a hospital 
Thursday. He was the 1,040th 
known victim. 


"There must be some form of 


power-sharing and partnership 
because no political system will 
survive or be supported unless 
there is a widespread acceptance 
of it within the community," the 


White Paper declared. 


The blueprint pointedly draws 


the attention of Protestants to 
the fact that, unlike the rest of 
Britain, their province shares a 
common land frontier "and a 
special relationship" with the 
Irish Republic. 


Previous moves by the British 


government to give the Republic 
a voice in Ulster's affairs have 
touched off furious reaction by 
Protestant militants. " 


A general strike called by the 


Protestant Ulster Workers' 
Council last May paralyzed the 
province and toppled its power- 
sharing government, known as 
the Executive. Since then, 
Northern Ireland has been ruled 
directly from London.

Lawyer Says Black Has No Rights In Time Of Stress 


NEW ORLEANS, La. CAP) - 


A lawyer involved in San Fran- 
cisco's "Zebra" murder case 
said Thursday that the incident 
demonstrates that in tune of 
stress, a black man has no rights 
that a white man need respect. 


Nathanial Colley, a lawyer 


who won a court injunction 
against the widespread stop-and- 
frisk police search of black men 
during the manhunt for the 


"Zebra" killer, said authorities 
knew the search was illegal 
when they ordered it. 


"It was a general search which 


really was a search for evidence. 
They were looking for a .38 
pistol," he said in a speech to 
lawyers among the 3,000 
delegates to the NAACP conven- 
tion. "They knew this was an un- 
constitutional search." 


The search was ordered by 


Mayor Joseph Alioto in an 


attempt to find the black killer 
or killers who were attacking 
whites at random. Twelve 
whites were killed and eight 
wounded between December 
1973 and April 1974. In each in- 
stance the gunman was reported 
to be black. 


The searches were stopped 


after a week. Authorities es- 
timated that more than 600 
blacks were questioned. 


The four men charged in the 


case were not arrested until 
after the searches had stopped. 


Zebra was the police code 


name for the special radio 
frequency used to coordinate 
police activity. 


Colley said: "The chief lesson 


to be learned is just as the chief 
justice said it 120 years ago in 
Dred Scott: Whatever rights the 
Negro has, he has no rights a 
white man need respect." 


In the searches, police were 


ordered to stop and check ?*7 
black man who fitted a general 
description of the killer — 
slender, medium height, 20 to 30 
years old. 


The search aroused resent- 


ment from blacks and others. 


"To enthusiastic white police 


all of us look alike," said Colley. 
"They even stopped one man 
who stood six feet, weighed 255 
and was 59 years old."

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Did Ehrlichman Know He Was Authorizing A Break-In? 


.Washington (UPI) - 
When John D. 


Ehrlichman approved a "covert operation" in 1971 
to examine Pentagon Papers defendant Daniel 
EUsberg's psychiatric records, did he know he was 
authorizing a break-in? 


"Now, if you are asking me whether this 


means that I had in my contemplation that there 
was going to be a breaking and entering. I certainly 
did not," Ehrlichman told the Senate Watergate 
Committee last summer. 


President Nixon's former chief domestic ad- 


viser probably will repeat this contention when he 
takes the stand Monday or Tuesday in his con- 
spiracy trial, which may end next week. Associate 
Watergate prosecutor William H. Merrill probably 
will rest the government's case early Friday. 


Krogh Testifies 


Egil "Bud" Krogh Jr., co-director of the White 


House "Plumbers" special investigative unit and a 


friend and protege of Ehrlichman for 23 years, 
testified for two days this week about the project to 
enter the offices of Beverly Hills psychiatrist Lewis 
J. Fielding on Labor Day weekend in 1971 to get his 
patient Ellsberg's medical records. 


Merrill asked Krogh whether he and David R. 


Young Jr., his fellow director of the Plumbers, 
used the term "entry" on Aug. 5,1971, when they 
were discussing Ellsberg with Ehrlichman. 


"I don't recall using the term 'enter' or 'en- 


try,' " Krogh replied. "However, we used terms 
like 'operation,' 'effort' and 'covert' which em- 
braced what took place." 


Ehrlichman, G. Gordon Liddy, Bernard L. 


Barker and Eugenio Martinez, all of them formerly 
associated with the Plumbers, are being tried on 
charges of conspiracy to violate Fielding's civil 
rights. In addition, Ehrlichman is charged with 
four counts of lying to the FBI and the grand jury 
about the case. 


The trial enters its seventh day when it 


resumes Friday. U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 
Gesell gave permission to the sequestered jury of 
nine blacks and-three whites for their families to 
spend the Fourth of July with them — in the 
presence of federal marshals. 


Marine Commandant Robert E. Cushman Jr., 


then CIA deputy director, testified Wednesday that 
Ehrlichman called him July 7,1971, to ask that the 
agency give "carte blanche ... in the way of 
assistance" to E. Howard Hunt, the Watergate con- 
spirator who was then on the Plumbers staff. 
Cushman said Ehrlichman phoned in January 1973 
to insist he never made the call. 


Hunt and Cushman agreed in separate 


testimony that Hunt called the CIA July 22,1971, 
and expressed "some urgency" in obtaining dis- 
guises. Later, they testified, Hunt was outfitted 
with a voice alteration device, a camera hidden in a 


tobacco pouch, aliases and supporting identifica- 
tion material. 


Profile 'SuperfidiT 


Hunt said that after Fielding refused to give 


the FBI any information, Hunt proposed in July 
that the CIA make a "psychiatric profile" of 
Ellsberg. According to an Aug. 11,1971, memo to 
Ehrlichman, Krogh and Young were "disap- 
pointed" and found the profile "very superficial." 


Hunt, too, felt the profile was "superficial, 


hastily put, together; in effect, useless." He 
testified that "it seemed to me a 'bag job' was'in 
order." Asked to define his term, he replied, 
"Surreptitious entry." 


Krogh and Young said their Aug. 11 memo to 


Ehrlichman recommending a "covert operation" 
to get Fielding's records accurately reflected a 
crucial conversation with him six days previously. 
Ehrlichman initialed his approval with the note, 


"If done with your assurance that it is not 
traceable." 


'Go Ahead' Given 


Krogh said that on Aug. 30 or Sept. 1, he and 


Young called Ehrlichman at Cape Cod, Mass., and 
got a "go ahead" for the operation. Four days later, 
on the Friday night of Labor Day weekend, with 
Hunt and Liddy close by, Barker and Martinez 
entered Fielding's office. 


Former White House special counsel Charles 


W. Colson, who has pleaded guilty to obstruction of 
justice in the Ellsberg case, testified he called 
Ehrlichman at the end of August or early in 
September, and "Mr. Ehrlichman said Mr. Krogh 
needed $5,000 and could I obtain it." 


Colson said he arranged for Joseph D. 


Baroody, Washington public affairs consultant, to 
give the cash to Krogh. Colson said he got the 
money to repay Baroody from a milk producers' 
contribution. 


Davis Feels Insulted 


Sammy Davis Jr. told newsmen in Beverly Hills, Calif., 


Thursday why he left Monaco before the opening of a new 
casino where he was to entertain. Princess Grace was quoted 
in American newsmagazines as saying he was "pampered.1!

Kissinger 
Reports 
To NATO 


Paris (AP) — Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger 
reported Thursday to the NATO 
Council in Brussels on President 
Nixon's Moscow summit 
meeting and then held talks here 
with French leaders. 


Kissinger said the European 


consultations were in the spirit 
of the Atlantic declaration 
signed last month by European 
leaders and President Nixon the 
day before he flew to Moscow 
for his talks with Communist 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


Of all Washington's North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization 
allies, France has been the most 
critical of Nixon administration 
foreign policy, claiming especial- 
ly that the Europeans have not 
been sufficiently consulted. 


In Brussels, Kissinger called 


on Francois-Xavier Ortoli, presi- 
dent of the European Common 
Market commission, and other 
EEC officials and gave the 
NATO council his private assess- 
ment of the summit and Soviet 
intentions. He then flew to the 
French capital for dinner with 
Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvagnargues. 


On Wednesday, he talked in 


West Germany with Foreign 
Minister Hans Genscher. The 
American secretary of state has 
stops planned in Rome, Munich, 
London and Madrid before 
flying home.

New Delhi (UPI) - India in 


effect annexed Sikkim Thursday 
when the king of the Himalayan 
mountain state signed away his 
powers to an administrative of- 
ficer appointed by the New 
Delhi government. 


Chogyal (King) Palden Thon- 


dup Namgyal, 52,' signed the 
Sikkim constitution bill at his 
palace in the capital of Gangtok, 
the Indian Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced in New Delhi. 


The document became the 


kingdom's forst written constitu- 
tion. It was drafted by an Indian 
legal expert and passed two 
weeks ago by the Sikkim 
National Assembly which is 
dominated by pro-India forces. 


The constitution reduces the 


once powerful Chogyal, who 
married the former New York 
socialite Hope Cooke, to a 
figurehead and provides for an 
Indian chief executive officer 
who will be responsible to New 
Delhi and will wield most ad- 
ministrative powers. 


The constitution also gives 


Sikkimese the right to vote in In- 
dian elections and considers 
Sikkim as part of India for all 
economic matters. 


The Chogyal stalled signing 


the document because he 
objected to the all-powerful In- 
dian official and Sikkimese par- 
ticipation in Indian institutions. 


The king flew to New Delhi in 


a vain attempt to plead with 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
for amendments to the constitu- 
tion that would preserve 
Sikkim's identity. But Mrs. 
Gandhi advised him to "respect 
the will of the elected represen- 
tatives of the people." 


The Chogyal flew back to 


Gangtok Monday and gave in, as 
the pro-Indian Sikkim Congress 
Party that secured 31 of the 32 
national assembly seats 
threatened to ignore him and 
form a government. 


Sikkim, with an area of 2,218 


square miles and a population of 
200,000, has been a protectorate 
of India since a 1950 treaty gave 
New Delhi control of foreign af- 
fairs, defense, communications 
and currency. 


India maintains a division of 


army troops trained in mountain 
warfare in Sikkim to watch over 
the border with China. 


Democrats Differ 
On Party Platform

crats have taken sharply differ- 
ing views on two controversial 
sections of the Democratic plat- 
form adopted by the party at its 
recent state convention. 


Mrs. Frances Omsted, Demo- 


tfratic 
N a t i o n a l Com- 


rnitteewoman from Nebraska, 
replied to charges by GOP gu- 
bernatorial candidate Richard 
Marvel that Gov. J. J. Exon is 
responsible for the platform 
calling for equal rights for 
homosexuals and amnesty for 
Vietnam draft resisters. 


Meanwhile, Richard R. Lar- 


sen, Democratic candidate for 
state auditor, called on Gov. 
Exon and other "responsible 
Democrats" to reject the plat- 
form. 


'•It is ridiculous to assume," 


said Mrs. Omsted in a statement 
to the Associated Press, "that 
any one man or group of men 
control the Democratic party, its 
platform or policies. If Sen. 
Marvel will read the Democratic 
platform instead of just two 
headlines, he may learn that 
Democrats are struggling to 
meet the problems of today...a 
far cry from the dark ages plat- 
form of the Republican party." 


About amnesty, Mrs. Omsted 


said: ''It just so happens that the 


majority of the delegates to the 
Democratic convention (held in 
Norfolk last weekj were 
Christians who believed in the 
Christian ideal of forgiveness." 


"Insofar as the rights of 


others are concerned," she con- 
tinued, "the delegates sup- 
ported every American's right as 
guaranteed by the constitution 
regardless of their label, sex, 
color or religion." 


"As the preamble to the plat- 


form states, the Democratic par- 
ty has maintained a reasoned 
belief in human ability to move 
toward intelligent workable 
solutions for increasingly com- 
plex human problems and in so 
doing has maintained its ability 
to look forward with honest con- 
fidence rather than looking 
backward with sick fear." In a 
written statement Larsen said 
"homosexuals should be treated 
as other individuals needing 
medical help and should not be 
held up as a minority group 
demanding rights." 


"Deserters from the armed 


forces should be court-mar- 
tialed and treated as violators of 
the'law. I would favor leniency 
on an individual basis but a 
blanket policy of amnesty would 
sell down the river the millions 
of brave soldiers who have 
served patriotically in many 
wars.'' 


Arab League Passes 
Support Resolutions 


CAIRO (AP) - The Arab 


League countries agreed 
Thursday to support Lebanon 
and the Palestinians militarily, 
financially and politically 
against Israeli attacks. 


In a vague statement at the 


end of, a two-day emergency 
meeting of the Arab Defense 
Council, league Secretary- 
General Mahmoud Riad told 
newsmen that "various 
resolutions capable of confron- 
ting the situation in Lebanon" 
were adopted. 


He said the resolutions 


"aimed at reaffirming Arab 
solidarity with Lebanon and 
defending its lands and national 
sovereignty and consolidating its 
positions against Israeli 
aggression." 


Riad declined to give details of 


the financial, political and 
military support, 


He said the conference, 


attended by defense and foreign 
ministers of the Arab League 
countiies, voiced full support to 
the "legitimate Palestinian 
straggle in getting their national 
rights." "Riad said aH the Arab 


countries agreed that the Israeli 
attacks against Lebanon and the 
Palestinians "foil all the efforts 
seeking a just peace in the Mid- 
dle East." 


Recent Israeli reprisal raids, 


including air and artillery at- 
tacks, have been directed at 
Palestinian targets inside 
Lebanon, but also have hit non- 
Palestinian areas. 


Both Lebanon and the 


Palestinians have asked for help 
in setting up defenses against 
Israeli air attacks. 


Zuhair Mohsen, member of 


the Palestine Liberation 
Organization who atttended the 
conference, said: "Arab League 
countries have adopted 
thousands of resolutions ... 
What matters is their implemen- 
tation. So let us wait aiid see." 


Mohsen's comment indicated 


the Palestinians were not happy. 
They were demanding money 
and weapons, and urging the em- 
bargo of oil to pressure the 
United States in. convincing 
Israel to stop its attacks against 
Lebanon.

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Detente Alive, If Not Robust 


PHILLIPS AND

Public Puts OK On Trips, Kissinger 


From all appearances, detente is alive 


and kicking, if not thriving robustly. 


President Nixon's trip to the Soviet 


Union is concluded and probably the best 
that can be said for it is that he went, con- 
tinuing the chain of U.S.-U.S.S.R. annual 
summit meetings, with both sides making 
arrangements for a fourth meeting in the 
United States next year. 


While Nixon sought to emphasize how 


much his relationship with Brezhnev 
means to more peaceful relations between 
the superpowers, the Soviet leader 
emphasized that the perilous balance 
would be kept because of the underlying 
feelings of "respect and friendship" the 
peoples of the two countries have for each 
other. Over the long run, Brezhnev is right. 
The yearning of the masses of people for 
peace is the basis on which a peaceful 
world order will be built — not, over the 
long run, on whether Nixon and Brezhnev 
understand one another. But it is good for 
the moment that they do, and nothing is 
meant here to detract from that. 


As far as tangible achievements, the 


cooperative agreements in medical and 
cultural areas helped to promote the idea 
of detente. The physical presence of the 
American president and his acknowledg- 
ment, again, of the tremendous Russian 
sacrifices in the war against fascism helped 
to further the idea of a common bond 
between Russians and Americans. 


But answers to the tough questions of a 


more favorable trade position, which the 
Soviets want above all, and nuclear disar- 
mament which both superpowers and the 
rest of the world anxiously await and some 
sort of signal from the Soviet leaders that 
their society would loosen up somewhat to 
permit emigration of dissidents or at least 
some expression of their ideas, were 
elusive items at" this summit meeting. 


The arms limitation pact that was 


signed was not quite what was expected or 
hoped for. The limitation on underground 
nuclear testing has loopholes, apparently, 
and at any rate doesn't go into effect for 
well over a year. The agreement on the 
limitation on defensive missile systems 
only ratifies the status quo, knowledgable 
observers say. And the most important 
question of curbing the offensive missile 
race was set aside again. 


The President's weakened political 


position at home might have been a factor 
which worked against a major 
breakthrough in the arms limitation area, 
and it might not have been. Perhaps the 
climate would not have been right even had 
the President been strong and popular at 
home. 


Again, the best that can be said, and it 


is comforting, is that Nixon went to 
Moscow, the leaders toasted one another 
and friendship, some agreements, impor- 
tant or not, were signed, and in any event, 
it is a whole lot better than, conditions 
which would not permit an American presi- 
dent to go to Moscow. 


A Commission Vacancy? 


John Swanson of Eustis and Lincoln, a 


Nebraska Public Service Commissioner 
who was defeated for re-election in the 
May 14 Republican primary, has been ab- 
sent from two commission meetings and 
has failed to cast a vote on any formal 
motions since his primary defeat. 


This has made it "difficult, and at 


times impossible" for the five-member 
commission to function, said three of 
•Swanson's fellow commissioners, who this 
week asked the lame duck member, in 
effect, to either resign or begin attending 
and voting at meetings again. Swanson's 
term expires January 1, so six months re- 
main for him to attend to commission 
business. 


Swanson's absence, says Com- 


missioner Eric Rasmussen, has con- 
tributed to "regulatory lag," the time it 
takes the commission to act on requests for 
rate adjustments. Further, a tie-breaking 
fifth vote is needed, according to 


Rasmussen, to get the commission off 
dead-center on other important issues. 


Reportedly, Swanson told another 


commissioner subsequent to the primary 
not to look for him because he wouldn't be 
around much anymore. This says 
something about Swanson's sense of 
responsibility to 'the people who had 
elected him to two terms on the Nebraska 
Public Service Commission. 


If Swanson is in ill health, or is moping 


because of his defeat, or has simply lost in- 
terest, he should resign. For any of those 
reasons resignation would be understood 
and appreciated. The governor could then 
appoint someone to fill out his term so that 
the commission could get on with its 
business. It would be a better reflection on 
Swanson personally, however, if he is in 
good health and still capable, if he came 
back and made the best of the last six 
months of his term. 


WASHINGTON - By a lopsided 


majority, the American people take 
Henry Kissinger's side in his wiretap con- 
troversy with Congress, and the number 
rating his job performance as "excellent" 
is at an all-time high. Public sentiment is 
also strongly favorable toward President 
Nixon's Middle East and Russian trips. 


These and other related findings 


emerged in a nationwide Phillips- 
Sindlinger telephone survey of 1,677 per- 
sons conducted between June 15 and 
June 23. 


Here are the principal results: 


-f 73 percent of the American people 


back Kissinger in his squabble with 
Congress, while only 12 percent are 
negative toward the Secretary of State. 
Fifty-four percent say he is doing an 
excellent job. , 


+ By a ratio of 85 percent to 10 per- 


cent, people want Kissinger to stay on as 
secretary of state rather than resign. 


+ Sixty percent of those questioned 


believe President Nixon's visit to the 
Middle East was a good idea while only 
32 percent say it was a bad idea. 


4- Fifty-nine percent approve of the 


President's Russian trip, and just 32 per- 
cent are critical. 


Such is Henry Kissinger's celebrity 


status that 85 percent of those questioned 
had heard about the secretary of state's 
emotional June 11 threat to resign unless 
he was cleared of wiretap charges. When 
our sample was asked, "How would you 
summarize the Kissinger incident as you 
see it?" the results were very much in 
Kissinger's favor. Seventy-three percent 
took the secretary's side, 12 percent were 
negative, and 15 percent had no opinion 
or declined to comment. 


Those supporting Kissinger broke down 


their reasons as follows: 18 percent said 
that the press was going too far; 16 per- 
cent said that something should be done 
to stop the leaks; 12 percent simply 
argued that Kissinger was doing a good or 
excellent job. Another 11 percent said 
that Kissinger was right, and that he

ought to resign if his name was not 
cleared. Seven percent merely indicated 
that they were for Kissinger's position, 
and 6 percent said that they would do the 
same thing if they were in the secretary's 
shoes. Two percent said that Kissinger 
was smart to call Congress' bluff because 
somebody has to talk back to what's going 
on. 


In contrast, those hostile to Kissinger 


— just 12 percent — generally linked him 
to the President. Five percent argued 
that Kissinger was as bad as Nixon, and 
four percent said he was Nixon's man and 
therefore no good. Two percent 
expressed opposition to wiretapping. 


When our sample was asked if they 


thought that Secretary Kissinger ought to 
resign, reaction was resoundingly 
negative: 85 percent said no, 10 percent 
said yes, and 5 percent had no opinion. 


Naturally enough, opinion regarding 


Kissinger's resignation correlated closely 


with public job approval. Eighty-four per- 
cent of those questioned gave Kissinger a 
positive rating, and a minimal 16 percent 
were negative. 


In specific terms, 54 percent rated his 


performance "excellent," 30 percent 
termed it "pretty good," 10 percent 
characterized it as "only fair," and six 
percent labeled it "poor." 


This represents a definite gain from the 


first Phillips-Sindlinger rating of 
Kissinger's job approval taken in May. In 
that survey, 48 percent described 
Kissinger's performance as "excellent," 
and 35 percent called it "pretty good." 
Inasmuch as Kissinger's "excellent" 
rating climbed six percent in the last 
month to an unprecedented 54 percent, it 
seems clear that the secretary of state has 
not been hurt by congressional attacks on 
his character.

No major differences exist between 


men and women on the Kissinger ques- 


tion with one exception: Men are a lot 
angrier than women about the national 
security leaks taking place in Washington. 
Forty-three percent of the men 
responded to our open-«nd question on 
the Kissinger incident by saying that 
leaks should be stopped or that the press 
was going too far. Only 26 percent of the 
women offered these spontaneous com- 
ments. 


After approving Henry Kissinger's con- 


duct, our sample also expressed support 
for President Nixon's trips to the Middle 
East and Russia. In this respect, our fin- 
dings run directly contrary to another re- 
cent public opinion poll which found a 
negative public response. During the 
June 15-23 period, our interviewers found 
that sentiment was running about two-to- 
one in approval of the President's trips. 


When we asked our sample if they had 


read or heard anything about President 
Nixon's visit to the Arab and 
Israeli nations, 92 percent had and only 
eight percent had not. Among those who 
knew about the trip, 60 percent said that 
they thought it was a good idea while 32 
percent characterized it as a bad idea. 
Seven percent of those asked had no opi- 
nion. 


Our survey also turned up some sur- 


prising information on where people got 
their news about Kissinger's surprise 
June 11 press conference in Salzburg, 
Austria. In previous surveys, television 
has been the medium most often cited by 
persons replying to a question about 
Henry Kissinger. 


But when our sample was asked where 


they bad beard about Kissinger's resigna- 
tion threat, 36 percent said "newspapers 
only," 30 percent said "television only," 
10 percent said from "television and 
other" sources, 13 percent said from 
"newspapers and other" sources, and 12 
percent mentioned another source 
besides TV or newspapers. This data 
tends to confirm other indications that 
elements of the public may be cutting 
down on TV news.

McGovern Mail-Check 


Washington — The Postal Ser- 


vice apparently provided Presi- 
dent Nixon with a confidential 
count of the volume of mail 
going into the headquarters of 
his Democratic opponent, Sen. 
George McGovern, during the 
last two months of the 1972 cam- 
paign. 


With these figures, a direct 


mail expert could determine the 
response, and even estimate the 
dollar figure McGovem was get- 
ting from his fund-raising drive. 


The Democratic presidential 


candidate raised most of his 
campaign funds through mail 
solicitation. The contributions 
went through Washington's 20th 
Street post office. 


We have now learned that the 


Postal Service on Sept. 5, 1972, 
began tabulating the volume of 
mail moving through the post of- 
fice 
to 
McGovern's 


headquarters. This unusual mail 
count continued until Nov. 9, 
two days after the election. 


The President appeared to be 


asking about this mail count on 
Sept. 15, 1972, according to the 
White House transcripts. He 
asked his counsel John Dean 
abouF'watching ... McGovern 
contributors." Dean assured the 
President that "we've got a 
hawk's eye on that" 


The transcript doesn't show 


whether the President ever 
received this report on 
McGovem's mail. We have es- 
tablished only that a count was 
made.

The Postal Service also kept 


count of the mail going to Presi- 
dent Nixon's campaign 
headquarters during.the same 
two-month period. Our sources 
suggest however, this may have 
been a camouflage. If only 


McGovern's mail had been 
counted, the sources pointed 
out, postal workers sympathetic 
to McGovern might have 
become suspicious and tipped 
off McGovern about the 
meddling with his mail. 


A supervisor of the 20th Street 


station gave a lame explanation 
of the mail volume checks. He 
kept track of the campaign mail, 
he said, so he could plot future 
manpower needs. But the 
volume of mail generated by a 
presidential campaign, of 
course, wouldn't be duplicated 
for another four years. 


The present 20th Street post- 


master offered a conflicting but 
more plausible excuse. He said 
the volume figures were kept to 
protect the Postal Service from 
possible complaints. The White 
House did not respond to our 
requests for comment. 


Meanwhile, 
Senator 


McGovern is encountering 
echoes of 1972 in his fight for 
reelection to the Senate. The 
same false charges of cowardice 
that McGovern thought were 
laid to rest in 1972 have now 
been revived in his Senate cam- 
paign. 


His opponent is a conservative 


former Air Force lieutenant 
colonel and Vietnam prisoner 
name Leo Thorsness. One of his 
first moves was to bring in an 
out-of-state consultant, Lyn Nof- 
ziger, who was a member of the 
White House dirty tricks team in 
1972. 


The veteran, able Nofziger 


was given $10,081 for example, 
to try to keep George Wallace off 
the California ballot in 1»72. At 
least $1,200 of this money was 
distributed to American Nad 
storm troopers, although Nof- 
ziger claims it was without his 
knowledge. 


California's Gov. Ronald Regan, 
leaked information to the press 
about the homosexual activities 
of two liberal Reagan 
colleagues.

Now, scurrilous cards on 


McGovern's alleged cowardice 
of World War n are turning up in 
South Dakota. These quote from 
a discredited John Birch Society 
article which claims that 
McGovern, as a bomber pilot, 
refused to continue on a mission 
and his plane was flown back by 
a co-pilot. Actually, McGovern 
was a decorated war hero. 


During the 1972 campaign, 


John Dean arranged for a con- 
tact to snoop into McGovern's 
service record to check out the 
cowardice story.

(advised) that there is nothing in 
McGovern's file which directly 
substantiates the allegation 
about his cowardice." On the 
contrary,- Dean wrote, the 
records showed "the citations 
for McGovern's decorations, in- 
cluding his Distinguished Flying 
Cross, and reflects his various 
promotions during his military 
career." 


There is no reason to believe 


that Leo Thorsness, a man of 
solid integrity, has had anything 
to' do with distributing the 
cowardice cards. A spokesman 
said: "We don't want that kind 
of stuff around here." 


Nofziger also denounced the 


distribution of the false charge 
as "crap." In Memphis, 
pamphleteer John W. Biggert, 
who printed the cards, said he 
had produced tens of thousands 
of cards in 1972. The South 
Dakota distribution, he said, was 
either from an old printing or 
were reproductions.

New York — A study such as 


that just being published by the 
Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education appears to support 
the anger of many Americans at 
what the government calls "af- 
firmative action" and they 
denounce as "reverse dis- 
crimination." That anger is still 
misplaced, if understandable; it 
is ra'her like being angry at a 
painful treatment rather than at 
the wound or illness that made it 
necessary. 


The new study was compiled 


by Dr Richard A Lester of 
Princeton as an offshoot of the 
Carnegie commission's "affir- 
mative action" by colleges and 
universities to hire blacks and 
women is lowering academic 
standards, e]evating unqualified 
persons beyond then abilities, 
and discriminating against white 
men oi higher qualificatJcm. 


Lester wants a different 


emphasis on, not an end to, "af- 
firmative action." News ac- 
counts of his study say be ad- 


vocates less stress on hiring 
available minority group 
members, and more on in- 
creasing the supply of well 
qualified black and female 
academics — which means mow 
black and women students in the 
universities and professional 
schools. 


Unfortunately, that goal, sen- 


sible as it is. runs straight into 
strong opposition to a different 
kind of "reverse discrimination" 
— preferences for blacks and 
women in higher education ad- 
mission policies. The Defanis 
Case, taken to the Supreme 
Court by a white student refused 
admission to the University of 
Washington Law School because, 
of its "affirmative action" 
policies, did much to focus that 
opposition. 


So Lester's recommendation 


only shifts the problem from 
hiring policy to admissions 
pobcy, without realty solving 
either. Somewhat similarly, be 


"The fact is that there is no way to 


redress a deep-seated grievance 
without shaking and disarranging 
things as they are, and disadvantag- 
ing some who wouls otherwise have 
been preferred. This causes under- 
standable anger and resentment and 
raises the cry the two wrongs don't 
make a right..." 


•wrote that "affirmative action" 
to hire a sufficient number of 
blacks and women was more 
applicable to ''typists, 
bricklayers or punch press 
operators" than to "choosing a 
medieval historian." 


But' 'affirmative action" is not 


really welcome at any employ- 
ment level — as •witness the fact 
that on the same day Lester's 
study was publicized, so was the 
action of a group of New 
Yorkers of Italian descent who 
were forming organizations to 
fight "reverse discrimination" 


against themselves. They 
believed blacks and Puerto 
Ricans. in particular, were being 
favored by special programs and 
job preferences on a much 
broader scale than in faculty 
hiring. 


* * * 
No one tikes to be, or should 


be, discriminated against As 
these Americans of Italian des- 
cent see it, and no doubt with 
reason, they *re legitimately 
protecting their own interests. 
Academics dfetnted by ''affir- 
mative actka" are dotag the 


same, as weO as trying to uphold 
academic standards — if staa- 
dards are, as Lester believes, 
being undermined. 


But the need for "affirmative 


action" arose only because some 
groups — primarily white males 
— for years were greatly advan- 
taged at the expense of others. 
Colleges and universities, in par- 
ticular, having for so long dis- 
criminated against women in 
their admissions policies, having 
excluded blacks by racial 
segregation and by merit 
systems oriented to the white 
middle class, are in poor position 
now to decry the shortage of 
qualified blacks and women. Nor 
is there much evidence to 
suggest that discriminatory 
policies, either in universities or 
elsewhere, would have changed 
sufficiently without the 
pressures of "affirmative ac- 
tion."

to redress a deep-seated 
pfevnce wltiwrt skattag and 


disarranging things as they are, 
and disadvaotagng some wbo 
would otherwise kave bee* 
preferred. This caises mn-

But if "affirmative action" is 


necessary and valuable as a 
short-term instrument of 
redressing a grievance, it is still 
preference by race and sex, and 
such preferences are not finally 
compatible with democratic 
society.

necessary to speed the day when 
aD Americans can compete for 
education and jobs OB aa equal 
basis of merit, witioat 
preference a»d wlthtit dis- 
crizniBalioa.

Sen. Edward Kennedy has 


widened his lead as the 
preferred nominee of the 
Democratic party for 1976 in the 
latest Harris Survey among 
Democrats and independents. 
Gov. 
George Wallace of 


Alabama has also increased his 
support since last March as the 
first choice for the nomination. 


Between them, Kennedy and 


Wallace are the preferred choice 
of 56% of all Democrats and in- 
dependents surveyed. Among 
Democrats alone, Kennedy and 
Wallace walk off with 63% of the 
vote. All other potential can- 
didates tested have either 
declined in support or did not 
improve their standings of last 
spring. 


Some Democrats have raised 


the prospect of putting together 
a Kennedy-Wallace ticket for 
their party in 1976 in the 
presidential election, on the 
assumption that the two men 
represent opposite ends of the 
political spectrum within the 
Democratic Party, and thus 
could maximize the potential 
vote on election day. Others 
view such a prospect as a highly 
v 


cynical and even unprincipled 
move, likely to boomerang if 
tried. It was just a year ago July 
4 that Sen. Kennedy appeared 
with Gov. Wallace in Alabama to 
participate in an Independence 
Day ceremony.

Kennedy's lead among 


Democratic voters is larger than 
when the sentiment of in- 
dependents is included. In fact, 
one of the weaknesses of the 
Massachusetts senator is his in- 
ability to maintain his appeal 
outside the rank-and-file of his 
own party. This fact is signifi- 
cant when it is estimated that 
the number of voters who view 
themselves as Democrats has 
been calculated to shrink from 


51% to 41% in the period 
between 1968 and 1976. 


Among independent voters, 


now estimated to rise from 18% 
to 38% of the electorate over the 
period from 1968 to 1976, 
Wallace is stronger than he is 
among Democrats and stronger 
than Kennedy with this group. 
Senators Jackson, Muskie and

4% on Chappaquiddick, that can 
mean the election. 


The most important element 


in the Democratic optimism 
about 1976 is, or course, Richard 
Nixon and Watergate. The most 
knowledgeable party strategists 
are 
convinced 
— and 


Republicans agree — that 
whether or not Nixon completes 
his term, he will not be a 
political force in the 1976 cam- 
paign. 


The Democrats generally 


assume, in common with most 
Republicans, that Vice Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford will be the 
Republican nominee. And 
although they are wary, they are 
unimpressed. 


'He'd Make Mistakes' 


"Ford can be tough because 


he's a nice guy and people like 
him," one potential Democratic 
opponent said. "But if he has a 
couple of years in office (if 
Nixon were removed) he'd make 
some mistakes and people would 
find out where he stands. The 
honeymoon won't last that 
long." 


But for all the reasons for 


Democratic optimism — their 
own internal harmony, the* 
issues, Watergate — Democrats 
are clearly uneasy about the 
shape of the contest for the 
nomination. 


One cf the uncertainties is the 


effect Kennedy's position is 
having on the preliminary 
maneuvering for position among 
the others who are seeking the 
nomination — Henry Jackson of 
Washington, Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota, Lloyd Bentsen of 
Texas, Birch Bayh of Indiana, to 
name the most obvious. 


Their supporters complain 


that the doubt about Kennedy 
eclipses the others by preventing 
party leaders across the country 
from focusing on the alter- 
natives 


Offers-Rationale 


Kennedy himself doesn't 


accept the argument that he is 
preventing other candidates 
from rising into senous conten- 
tion. He believes that many par- 
ty leaders are using his situation 
as an excuse for their much- 
treasured policy of "keeping the 
options open" as late as possible. 
And he believes that no can- 
didate can be eclipsed if he has 


the issues or personality to 
create some electricity in the 
electorate. 


There are other Democrats 


who share this view, who argue 
that the real nature of the 
Kennedy problem for the party 
is the possibility he is the only 
candidate with the capacity for 
pulling together the George 
Meanys and George McGovems. 


Jackson has formidable 


backing in organized labor and a 
rapport with Jewish Democrats 
unmatched by any rival. He has 
had several issues break his way 
in the last year. But there are 
continuing doubts about his 
ability to convert this into pop- 
ular support in the primaries. 


Jackson 'Nof Hitting' 


"He's had everything going his 


way for months now," a promi- 
nent party official said, "and he 
hasn't done a damned thing with 
it. He's at bat right now, but he's 
not hitting." 


Others such as Mondale and 


Bentsen are dismissed right now 
because they haven't "caught 
on" — whether because of the 
preoccupation with Kennedy or 
because of some lack in 
themselves. 


"I wouldn't say anyone is 


writing them off nght now," a 
Midwest governor said, "but 
nobody's getting very excited 
about them. A lot of people keep 
thinking there's got to be 
somebody else out there." 


There Are Others 
There are, of course, others 


"out there" with an eye on the 
presidency — among them Rep. 
Morris Udall of Arizona, Mayor 
Kevin White of Boston, gover- 
nors including John J. Gilligan 
of Ohio, Daniel J. Walker of 
Illinois, Reubin Askew of 
Florida, Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia, and Dale Bumpers of 
Arkansas. But there is no es- 
tablished mechanism for them 
to use in impressing themselves 
on the party consciousness — 
except, of course, the presiden- 
tial primaries. 


But right now the focus is all 


on Kennedy — on whether he 
will run, on whether he is the 
fulfillment of the party's great 
expectations for 1976 or an over- 
valued political mirage. 


And down the road is another 


problem of equal complexity and 
potential significance — George 
Corley Wallace of Alabama.

Loser May Conquer 
Problem Of Cavities 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: The com- 


mon cold and tooth decay seem 
to be two ailments most people 
are resigned to bearing. Now a 
new development in the use of 
the laser holds out promise for 
beating the problem of cavities, 
according to this report from 
Gerald Parkinson of the Los 
Angeles bureau of McGraw-Hill 
World News.)

Los Angeles — The laser, that 


incredibly intense beam of light 
that has been used for radar, 
human eye repair and precision 
cutting of metal, may soon be 
able to prevent tooth decay for a 
lifetime. 


If put to use on a mass basis, it 


could reduce tooth decay among 
future generations in the way 
that vaccination against 
smallpox, diphtheria and polio 
have largely eliminated those 
dreaded diseases among 
Americans. 


Sounds far fetched? Not at all, 


according to the developer of the 
laser system, Dr. Ralph H. 
Stern, a Los Angeles dentist No 
dreamy researcher, 43-year-oM 
Dr. Stem is a serious, respected 
member of his profession who 
has been working on dental 
applications of lasers since 1962 
— just two years after the laser 
was developed. He has done his 
research at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, where 
he has a faculty appointment at 
the School of Dentistry. Now, 
after 12 years' work, he and bis 
colleagues are ready to start 
clinical trials on patients. 


Experiments conducted on 


extracted teeth have shown that 
exposure to a laser beam glazes 
the outer surface of a tooth, 
sealing off the microscopic 
pathways through which decay 
penetrates the enamel. This 
sealing process is believed to oc- 
cur naturally with age, since 
older people do not normally 
have enamel decay, whereas the 
teeth of children and adolescents 
are cavity-prone. Thus, the 
effect of laser treatment appears 
to simulate aging of teeth. 


In his experiments, Dr. Stern 


has cut extracted teeth into 
pieces and lasered' some of the 
pieces. Then lasered and un- 
lasered pieces were put into 
bridges and inserted in the 
mouths of patients. Gold plates 
were put over the bridges to trap 
food particles. After four weeks, 
unlasered samples showed signs 
of beginning cavities, while 
lasered samples did not 


Treatment of teeth in patients' 


mouths required development of 
special equipment which is now 
ready. Dr. Stem's equipment 
consists of a neodymium laser 
and a specially developed flexi- 
ble fiber tube through which 
the laser beam is directed to the 
tooth. 


His work has been funded by 


foundations and private enter- 
prise. Now, Dr. Stem and bis 
group are awaiting farther fun- 
ding In order to develop the 
technique commercially.

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Kennedy Seen 
As Hero, Villain

Washington - "If Ted 


Kennedy runs, he's like the 
Irishman in the saloon, he can 
lick any man in the primaries. 
But I wonder what we've got 
then." 


This was a politically astute 


Democratic governor reflecting 
over a late afternoon drink the 
ambivalence that pervades the 
Democratic Party as it looks 
ahead to the next presidential 
election campaign. 


On the one hand, the 


Democrats see the bright 
prospect of recapturing the 
White House. On the other, they 
see the potential for disaster. 


Ar.d Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 


is at the center of that uncertain- 
t y — a t once the hero and the 
villain of the scenarios of great 
expectations that the Democrats 
are writing for 1976. 
Inevitability Accepted 


Conversations with dozens of 


Democratic leaders — senators, 
governors, 
presidential 


aspirants, party officials at 
several levels — reveal a 
widespread, although by no 
means universal, acceptance of 
the inevitability of Kennedy's 
nomination if he makes a serious 
effort to win it. 


But there is also an almost un- 


iversal apprehensiveness among 
party leaders about how 
Kennedy would stand up in the 
general election campaign, and 
even about the impact he may 
have on the contest for the 
nomination. 


If Kennedy becomes a can- 


didate, they all agree, the first— 
and critical — question is this 


- one: "What conclusions can 
voters draw about the way 
Kennedy would perform as 
president from the way he per- 
formed after Mary Jo Kopechne 
drowned at Chappaquiddick hi 
1969?" 


Or, put another way, will the 


voters perceive Kennedy as a 
candidate capable of standing up 
under the stresses of the 
presidency in times of crisis? 


Voters' Answer Critical 


How Kennedy himself 


answers that question is almost 
irrelevant. What is critical, what 
the politicians want to know, is 
how the voters will answer it. 


"It bothers a hell of. a lot of 


people," says a Democratic 
governor sympathetic 
to 


Kennedy as the choice for 1976, 
"and I'll tell you the truth, it 
bothers me, and I'm not making 
any moral judgment about it. It's 
a legitimate concern, a 
legitimate question." 


Kennedy himself is, of course, 


well aware of this. But he is as 
much in the dark as anyone else 
about the ultimate impact of 
Chappaquiddick and what can be 
done, if anything, to affect that 
impact. On the occasions 
Kennedy has been asked, he has 
replied that the facts are on the 
record and, in effect, the voters 
will have to decide .for 
themselves the inferences they 
draw from those facts. 


Most political 
professionals 


doubt this is an adequate 
response, but Kennedy can 
devise no specific Chappaquid- 
dick strategy until he is able to 
measure the dynamics of the 
situation. 


Questions Arise 


Is Chappaquiddick something 


that will be raised by the press 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 


once he announces, then 
dropped? Or is it an issue that 
will plague him throughout a 
campaign? Will the new post- 
Watergate standards mean that 
he will be forced into further 
explanations, the unsealing of 
more records, new rationales? 


And what about the other can- 


didates for president? At this 
point, none of them will speak 
publicly about Chappaquiddick. 
And all insist privately they 
would never raise the matter. It 
is not a substantive issue, it is 
personal. So it is out of bounds. 


But the more pragmatic 


professionals say that isn't 
realistic, that somehow — 
perhaps indirectly but un- 
mistakably — the issue is certain 
to be raised. 


Two Strains In Polls 
The preliminary evidence 


suggests there is good reason for 
Democratic 
apprehensiveness 


about Chappaquiddick. There 
are two strains in public opinion 
polls that many party leaders in- 
terpret as warning signals about 
Kennedy. 


For one thing, they consistent- 


ly show — coupled with strong 
support for Kennedy — a 
marked negative reaction. 
Where, for example, Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson may get a 30% 
favorable rating and 50% don't 
know, Kennedy will get 507o 
favorable, 40% negative and only 
10% don't know. 


Secondly, in some of the polls 


matching Kennedy against 
Republicans, such lesser known 
figures as Charles Percy and 
Howard Baker run virtually even 
with him. 


Politicians read both of these 


phenomena as signs that an 
anyone-but-Kennedy bloc exists 
in the electorate. And their seat- 
of-the-pants judgments tell them 
the same thing. 


"You and I both know," one 


prominent party leader -said, 
"that there are a lot of people 
out there who are never going to 
forget that, and they aren't just 
middleaged women going 
through the menopause and 
worrying about then- husbands. 
There's all kinds of people, and 
we don't know if he can deal 
with it." 


It Could Lose Election 


The numbers are terribly im- 


portant In a "normal" presiden- 
tial election — meaning one in 
which neither candidate is a 
national hero, an incumbent, or 
a tarnished Barry Goldwater of a 
George McGovem — the winner 
is decided by a few percentage 
points, at best The margin was 
less than a point in 1960, when 
John F. Kennedy 
defeated 


Nixon, and in 1968, when Nixon 
defeated Hubert H. Humphrey. 
So if Kennedy forfeits, let's say,

remarkable ability to find the 
issue that is the sore spot in the 
electorate and then exploit it, as 
he did, for example, with school 
busing in Michigan as well as 
Florida in 1972. This time it 
might be taxes; a new Ltuis 
Harris Poll showed that 
Americans believe, 547o to 16%, 
that he is a candidate who wants 
"to help working people by 
relieving their tax burden." 


So far, the other Democrats 


with national ambitions have 
treated Wallace warily and 
respectfully. In some cases, this 
is simply a recognition, of his 
new respectability and his UTK 
ique position as a political leader 
crippled by an assassin's bullets. 
But when, for example, Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson says he could 


""accept Wallace in either place on 


a national ticket, it is more than 
that; it is a recognition that 
Wallace is an explosive element 
in the 1976 equation. (Only Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of all the 
Democratic contenders has said 
publicly that he "cannot foresee 
the circumstances" under which 
he could support a ticket with 
Wallace in either place.) 


"I'll tell you what it gets right 


down to," one national party 
leader said, "we can't live with 
him and we maybe can't live 
without him."

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP> - 


Astronomers who claimed a year 
ago to have discovered a 
mysterious "black hole" in 
space say they may have found a 
second one, further evidence 
that such things exist. 


Theoretically, a black hole is 


the final stage of a dying star 
several times bigger than the 
sun. As the star collapses into 
itself, becoming smaller and 
smaller, its mass compacts and 
its gravity becomes so strong 
that surrounding matter is 
pulled into it. 


Since the gravity 4is so strong 


that not even light'can'escape, 
the star appears to be a,black 
area in a field of stars — hence 
the name ''black hole." 


Using data from an X-ray 


astronomy satellite called 
Uhuru, scientists of the Center 
for Astrophysics here say they 
have detected radiation from a 
star they call Circinus X-l with 
characteristics similar to the 
suspected black hole they dis- 
covered last year. 


These objects are fascinating 


to scientists because theory says 
the normal rules of space and 
time do not apply within the con- 
ditions of a black hole. 


Prof. Riccardo Giaconni of 


Harvard University, leader of 
the team claiming the dis- 
coveries, says the existence of a 
second black hole is important in 
arguing that the objects exist as 
a class. 


The possible discovery of the 


second black hole is based on 25 
months of satellite observation, 
says a report published in the 
July 15 issue of the Astrophysical 
Journal 
, 


X-ray bursts come from hunks 


of material that fall toward Cir- 
cinus and are forced together. 
The X rays come from the 
periphery of the black hole since 
they could not escape from the 
center. 


To be a black hole, the object 


must have a measureable mass. 
The mass could be determined 
by measuring the affects of its 
gravity on the motion of another 
body, preferably a visible one 


This was the case of the first 


suspected black hole, Cygnus X- 
1, which rotates around a visible 
star.

ANYWHERE 
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Defection Threat 
Chills Democrats

Washington - "I don't like to 


sound threatening," says George 
C. Wallace. Then he leans 
forward in his wheelchair, pares, 
the end of his cigar and lets the 
words hang there, sounding very 
threatening indeed. 


And the threat — another 


Wallace defection to a third- 
party campaign for president — 
is one that sends chills through 
the Democratic Party as it looks 
ahead to the ripe opportunity of 
the 1976 election. 


Although the Democrats are 


agreed on the dimensions of the 
threat, they are far from agreed 
on how to deal with it. 


"The trick," says one 


Democratic leader, "is to keep 
him in the tent as long as possi- 
ble, to make him get used to 
being a Democrat, to make his 
followers feel like Democrats for 
as long as possible." 


But a presidential candidate 


disagrees. "We can't handle him 
with sweet talk," he says. "We 
have to go out after his con- 


, stituents on the issues." 


And a Democratic governor 


says: "You can't stop Wallace by 
trying to use his issues. You go 
after him directly and take those 
people away from him." 


Place on Ticket 


The alternative that no one 


seems willing to consider is to 
simply accept the possibility that 
the Alabama governor might 
have to be given a place on the 
ticket in 1976. 


On the contrary, dozens of in- 


terviews with party leaders at all 
levels reveal an almost un- 
animous conviction — and deter- 
mination — that George Wallace 
shall not be on the 1976 ticket, 
not as the presidential nominee, 
not as the vice presidential 
nominee. 


"There's just no way it can 


happen," says one presidential 
aspirant. "It's unthinkable and 
we can't let it happen and we 
won't let it happen." 


"I couldn't support him," a 


prominent liberal governor says, 
"I'd have to walk out. I don't 
know where I'd go, but I'd have 
to go somewhere." 


Another party leader puts it 


less delicately: "George Wallace 
couldn't get on the ticket if he 
showed up at the convention 
with a solid gold (obscenity)." 
Persona/, Pragmatic 
The antipathy to Wallace is 


both personal and pragmatic. 
Party leaders find the Alabama 
governor too independent, too 
unpredictable, too unrestrained 
a politician seeking power for 
their taste. Many are shaken by 
the strong showings he made in 
northern states such as Wiscon- 
sin, Pennsylvania and Michigan 
in 1972 presidential primaries. 


"Every time he sees Milt 


Shapp (governor of Penn- 
sylvania)," another governor 
says, "Wallace says something 
like 'oh, yes, Pennsylvania. 
You've got a lot of nice folks in 
Pennsylvania, nice folks,' and it 
sends a chill up and down your 
back." 


At the level of pure 


pragmatism, what the 
Democrats foresee if Wallace 
makes the ticket is a defection of 
the party's liberals and blacks so 
widespread that all the high 
hopes for recapturing the White 
House in 1976 would be dis- 
solved. 


However much Wallace may 


have improved his image and 
acquired political respectability, 
the party professionals say, he is 
still a candidate whose founda- 
tion is racism — segregation 
now, segregation forever — and 
he is still perceived that way by 
an important wing of the 
Democratic party. 


Could Be Crucial 
But the fact is that Wallace has 


achieved a degree of political 
respectability, and he has 
acquired a following in the elec- 
torate that would be crucial in a 
dose contest for the presidency 
in 1976. 


So, for the Democrats, the 


trick is finding a way to reject 
Wallace without forfeiting the 
allegiance of his supporters. And 
Wallace is very much aware of 
all this. 


"They need me — or the peo- 


ple I represent — more than I 
need them,'" he says. 


The time has passed, he 


suggests, when he must court 
the Democratic Party for accep- 
tance. "I'm not straining," he 


Gov. George C. Wallace 


says repeatedly. "I don't have to 
strain anymore." 


Potential For Chaos 
The Wallace potential for 


causing political chaos is 
heightened by two elements of 
the 1976 equation: 


First, the Wallace "average 


man" constituency — those he 
used to call "the taxi driver, the 
beautician and the steelworker" 
— is one that the Democrats 
desperately need to re-enlist in 
1976 and one that ordinarily 
might be susceptible to a 
Democratic campaign against 
the Republican record on 
managing the economy and con- 
trolling inflation. 


"Wallace's constituents," a 


leading Democratic presidential 
contender says, "are not 
necessarily his alone." Says 
another: "We have to speak to 
those issues that concern these 
people. We can't just give them 
away by default." 


Second, and potentially far 


more significant, is the possibili- 
ty that the Wallace threat could 
blunt an embryonic trend 
toward the development — and 
for the first time in modern 
politics — of a genuine national 
Democratic Party in the South. 


In the past, Democrats from 


the South were always 
"Southern Democrats," set 
apart from the controlling ethic 
of the national party. But that is 
no longer true. The race issue 
hasn't vanished, as the volatility 
of the school busing controversy 
demonstrates, but it is no longer 
a sectional question peculiar to 
the South. Indeed, there is con- 
siderable evidence that the 
reverse is true. 
Opportunity In South 
Thus, there has developed an 


opportunity in the South for 
moderate Democrats, using non- 
sectional issues, to develop a 
constituency of like-minded 
whites and blacks and play a role 
as full partners in national party 
affairs, up to and including the 
presidential campaign. 


The most obvious examples 


are three governors — Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, Dale 
Bumpers of Arkansas and 
Reuben Askew of Florida — 
who have made reputations as 
populist moderates entitled to 
national consideration at least 
corresponding to that given such 
counterparts in the north as 
Daniel 3. Walker of Illinois or 
John J. Gilligan of Ohio. 


The change in the Democratic 


Party in the South is by no 
means complete. There are still 
glaring factional splits in 
Mississippi and Alabama, and 
there is obvious ambivalence in 
Democratic thinking in, among 
others, Tennessee and the 
Carolinas. 


But the fact is that the 


prospect of a new Republican 
"solid South" is by no means as 
realistic as it seemed to be 
before the demise of Spiro T. 
Agnew. On the contrary, it is 
possible to conjure up several 
Democratic tickets for 1976 that 
could win at least a substantial 
minority of the electoral votes 
below the Mason-Dixon Line. 


Strongest Area 


But Wallace, for all his 


demonstrated appeal elsewhere, 
is still strongest in the south, and 
thus capable of stunting the 
growth of the national 
Democratic Party there if he 
chooses to defect 


There are some professionals 


in the party who believe Wallace 
is overrated as a threat now 
because the issues have changed 
so much in the last few years. 
"The important thing now," one 
said, "is someone who can con- 
vince people he can manage the 
economy, and I donl think 
Wallace can do that" 


But Wallace's career shows a

Other people we worse off, 


says Bart, Ryan of York, and 
what has happened can't be 
changed. 


The remarkably cheerful at- 


titude of the 14-year-old eighth- 
grader is a topic of conversation 
at St. Elizabeth Community 
Health Center in Lincoln. 


On an April afternoon, Barb 


fell beneath a train, and both of 
her tefs were severed. 


Barb is looking forward to 


returning home in the next few 
weeks and starting rehabilitative 
work and the fitting of artificial 
legs. 


The attending physician, Dr. 


Robert W. Gilkspie, says be has 
no doubts that she will walk 
again, particularly because of 
her desire. 


During her stay in the 


hospital, Barb has been busy 
with therapy and school work — 
catching up on the month of 
studies she missed after her acci- 
dent. 


Through the Nebraska Human 


Resources Foundation and York 
School Supt. Roger Clougy, a 
tutor was found for Barb. She is 
Mrs. Mkkk Starck, a Lincoln 
school teacher, who spends one 
hour a day with her student. 


Although "she has started to 


resume more normal activity, 
Barb clearly remembers lying 
under the train, two friends

waiting to help her. She said she 
never lost consciousness. 


After initial treatment at York 


General Hospital, she was 
transferred to Lincoln. 


The accident has generated an 


outpouring of help. One hundred 
Nebraska Wesleyan University 
students and 30 truck drivers 
donated blood. A Lincoln real es- 
tate man has given Barb's 
mother, Mrs. Ella Ryan, free use 
of a house in Lincoln during 
Barb's hospital stay. 


The Crippled Children's Home 


is helping with medical bills, as 
are numerous groups conducting 
fund-raising projects. 


The accident, has helped to 


reaffirm the faith of Barb's 
mother, four brothers and five 
sisters. Said Mis. Ryan: "If you 
didn't have faith when you 
walked into her room, you surely 
had it when you walked out." 


Dyas Charges Theme's 
Vote Claim 'Misleading' 


Rep. 
Charles Thone's claim 


that he has shown independence 
from the Nixon administration is 
"misleading," Hess Dyas, 
Thone's opponent in the First 
District House race, said 
Thursday. 


Dyas, a Democrat, challenged 


the three examples cited by

Dyas said that there was "lit- 


tle or divided sentiment" in 
Nebraska on the SST and 
Lockheed, and that "Rep. Thone 
broke with the administration 
when public opinion had turned 
against" broad presidential war 
powers. 


"Mr. Thone may nave broken 


with'the administration on some 
votes," Dyas said in a prepared 
statement, "just as I would not 
vote with the Democratic 
leadership if it favored a 
measure which would be 
damaging to the First District. 


"But 
I, unlike Mr. Thone, 


think there have been important 
votes on which he should have 
unstuck his loyalty to the Nixon 
administration." 


Dyas cited three Thone votes 


— against research to improve 
transportation for handicapped, 
to trim the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Act, to cut the 
Older Americans Act — as 
demonstrating "positions 
against education, health, con- 
sumers and workers."

specifications for a new fire sta- 
tion at a site yet to be selected. 


The city is expected to move 


its offices to a newly purchased 
site.

Tornado Hits Russia's 
Seventh Largest City 


Moscow (AP) — A tornado cut 


a path of destruction 100 yards 
wide through the city of Gorky, 
killing several persons, injuring 
dozens §nd leaving "several 
hun- 


dred families" homeless, the 
government newspaper Izvestia 
reported Thursday. 


It said the tornado hit the 


Soviet Union's seventh largest 
city on Wednesday. Gorky has a 
population of 1.26 million and is 
about 250 miles east of Moscow 
on the Volga River. 


The report did not give exact 


casualties or estimate the 
material damage, but damage 
must have been considerable 
since the Soviet press normally 
reports only major disasters. 


Izvestia said 3,000 trees were 


uprooted by the 12-minute tor- 
nado, buildings were wrecked, 
electricity wires were torn down 
and the roof and glass walls of 
the Gorky sports palace were 
smashed.

nent housing or vacation units in 
which the buyer owns a 
townhouse or apartment. Cer- 
tain other assets, such as recrea- 
tion facilities, are held in 
com- 


mon or retained by the 
developer. 


Vacation condominium units 


often are used by the owners 
only a few weeks every year, 
with the condominium 
developer operating the units 
much like a hotel for the rest of 
the year. 


Rising land values, increased 


overhead for landlords and the 
popularity of a second home 
have combined to spur a rapid 
growth in condominiums. 


The expansion has come so 


rapidly that exact figures have 
yet to be -compiled by the 
government, but the National 
Association of Realtors es- 
timates there were only 400,000 
condominium units in the coun- 
try in 
1970. 


Last year alone, 218,095 con- 


dominium units were built — 
10.7 per cent of the new housing 
constructed in 1973, according to 
the National Association of 
Home Builders. 


This year, builders expect 243,- 


200 condominium units will be 
built — or 15.2 per cent of all 
housing built in 1974. And these 
figures do not include older 
apartment buildings or 
developments converted from 
rental into condominium units. 


The brief FTC announcement 


did not go into detail on what 
practices or complaints have at- 
tracted it to the condominium 
field. 


But common complaints of 


condominium buyers include 
hidden charges for things such as 
parking lots, which can be 
minimal when the units are first 
sold, then increased substantial- 
ly at the whim of the developer 
or manager. 


Other complaints have been 


about adequate disclosure of the 
condition of vital items such as 
heating systems, roofs and plum- 
bing.

Rape Rate Doubles In Lincoln

Uacoln women, particularly 


women who live alone, may have 
to change their lifestyles - for 
safety's sake, according to a Lin- 
coln policewoman. 


During the first six months of 


this year, the number of known 
rapes or attempted rapes (24) 
falls just one short of the 
number of similar offenses 
reported during the previous 12 
month period. Even the number 
of molesting incidents doubled 
from 4 to 8 during the first 
quarter of 1973 to 1974. 


"When a young woman wants 


to live alone, she is going to have 
to have priorities," said officer 
Linda Steinman. She is going to 
have to make certain sacrifices 
to protect herself." 


Women are learning that "you 


can't just hold your legs together 
to avoid rape," said Mrs. Stein- 
man, offering these precautions: 


—Live in an upper level apart- 


ment rather than on the first 
floor where access is much 
easier. 


—Make arrangements for car- 


pooling, rather than walking or 
hitchhiking. 


—If no cars are available walk 


with someone else, not alone. 


—Rent an apartment with air- 


conditioning and make certain 
the windows and storm windows 
are locked. 


Though Lincoln rape rates 


have not begun to reach those of 
larger cities — Denver reported 
seven rapes in a six-day period 
this May — the recent local up- 
surge of 16 rapes or attempts 
since April 1 has many Lincoln 
women concerned. And par- 
ticularly concerned are those 
women living in the north cen- 
tral section of the city where a 
recent series of rapes is still un- 
solved. 


According to police records, 


there have been three attempted 
rapes and six rapes confined to a 
small area bounded by P and Y 
Sts. on the north and south, and 
20th to 38th Sts. on the east and 
west. 


The victims have ranged from 


18 to 24 years of age, most 
single; and all attacks have oc- 
cured inside the victims house or 
apartment. 


And in most cases there has 


been considerable prowling, 
sometimes even window peeping 
prior to the rape or rape 
attempt, according to Robert 
Butcher, chief detective for the 
Lincoln Police Department 
criminal division. 


The assailant is most often 


described as a black male in his 
mid- to late-20's about 5 feet 8 in- 
ches tall, who weighs around 160 
pounds, though at least one vic- 
tim described the man as a black 
male in his 40's, about 6 feet 1 
inch tall. 


The attacker used a weapon, 


normally a knife or other sharp 
instrument, according to police. 


Since the assailant follows a 


pattern of looking over the situa- 
tion first, police suggest that 
women keep their curtains 
drawn, report any prowlers or 
suspicious people, get license 
numbers of suspicious cars, keep 
the house locked, windows 
closed and vary your daily 
routine. 


Though a rash of similar rapes 


have occured in this small area, 
other rapes or attempts have 
been reported in other sections 
of Lincoln, including middle- 
income residential areas. And 
not all rapes occur after dark, 
police warn. 


Rape is often a crime of op- 


portunity, according to Butcher, 
and taking away opportunities — 
unlocked doors and windows — 
lessons the chance for rape. 


But precautions can't keep a 


woman completely immune 
from rape, and many women are 
asking "What should I do if 
someone attacks me? Should I 
fight? Should I submit?" 


Police do not have the answer. 
Inspector Butcher knows of 


rape cases, where an unarmed 
man choked a woman who 
resisted "until the blood vessels 
in her eyes popped," while 
•another man, who later con- 
fessed to a series of rapes, knelt 
and prayed with a teenage girl 
when she refused to disrobe for 
him. 


It depends on the cir- 


cumstances and-the individual 
and even the best-made plans 
may not be effective at the time, 
cautioned Butcher. 


And just a little self-defense 


may be a dangerous thing. 
"What if you get one luck or 
blow in and that doesn't stop the 
man?" asks Butcher. 


Some authorities suggest that 


making the situation as in- 
tolerable as possible — kick, slip 
out of your coat, strike, throw 
your purse, run, scream, blow 
the horn — may send the 
assailant running. But nothing is 
foolproof. 


And police do not advise 


trying to fight off an armed man. 
"If someone is carrying a 
weapon they usually won't run," 
said officer Steinman. Even sub- 
mission here is "no guarantee 
that he won't kill you 
afterwards," she added.

across the nation — 1972 
statistics. 


Every hour another 20 to 36 


women are raped but do not. 
report it — estimates by 
authorities. 


And as these numbers creep 


upward every year, citizen 
groups and police in major cities 
are instituting new measures to 
help the rape victims. 


Just last week Lincoln city 


police began a new policy — 
having a policewoman on call at 
all times to help in initial in- 
vestigation of rape cases. 


"It's 
probably less em- 


barrassing for many women to 
be interviewed by a female of- 
ficer," explained Inspector 
Robert Butcher, chief detective 
for the criminal division. 


During the past 18 months 


police have arrested 22 men on 
rape charges and quick action by 
victims can help raise this 
number. 


"Call the police as soon as 


possible and get to the hospital 
as soon as possible," suggests of- 
ficer Linda Steinman. Keep cool 
enough to get a good description, 
police ask. 


Police have often been 


criticized by women as being in- 
sensitive to the rape victim. But 
rape is one of the hardest crimes 
to prove and one of the easiest to 
fake. Police must be suspicious 


because they have to be certain 
that a crime has taken place, ac- 
cording to Butcher. 


However, the cynicism of 


police is evident even in Lincoln. 


"In cases of rape, other than 


the psychological aspect, what' 
really happens?" said one local 
officer, adding that more com- 
plications may arise, when a vic- 
tim is married.

Concern over the "psy- 


chological aspect" is one force 
behind action by many citizen 
groups 


"Many times a woman feels 


dirty, guilty, afraid," said Dr. 
Frances Campbell, chairperson 
of the Omaha Rape Committee, 
which has a "month-old rape 
crisis telephone line. 


The group has found that most 


rape victims want another 
woman to be physically with 
them during the hospital testing 
and interrogation. They want 
immediate temporary support. 


Officer Steinman also sees a 


part of her job as being sensitive 
•to the woman, while still ob- 
taining the needed information. 
She tries to do a little on-the-spot 
counseling and also refers 
women to other community 
agencies. 


A newly organized Lincoln 


coalition is currently planning 
for improved rape counseling 
procedures and educational 
material on rape and self- 
defense.

There are several deeply imbedded 


emotional mechanisms in mothers and 
fathers, of which they are usually un- 
aware, that help them to do a good job in 
raising their children. 


By far the most important is the 


automatic way in which they snap into ac- 
tion in a thousand child-management 
crises every day without having to stop to 
ask themselves what the approved theory 
is, or even what they themselves con- 
sciously believe is the right method. They 
act promptly on the basis of what they ab- 
sorbed in their own childhood. 


When you catch your child being mean 


to a younger one, or telling a lie or 
scratching the dining-room table with a 
toy, you don't have to stop to think for an 
instant. You express disapproval in an 
emphatic way that makes a lasting im- 
pression on the child. 


This is how parents have always raised 


their children — throughout the world 
and throughout history. Otherwise child- 
rearing would be a matter of endless in- 
decision that would exhaust the parents 
emotionally and produce spoiled children 
who were forever arguing and balking. 


Here's a small, amusing example of 


how early in life a girl learns from her 
mother to be the same kind of parent. I 
once watched a bossy 4Vz-year-old girl 
giving instruction in doll bathing to a 
mousy 3-year-old. Her tone was 
patronizing and pompous as she kept 
repeating, "See how I do it, dear?" Final- 
ly she said, "Now you try, dear." 


The 3-year-old stepped forward and 


hesitantly did her best. The 4V2-year-old 
soon interrupted — in a much more con- 
descending and pseudopatient manner, 
"No, dear, not like that, dear. Now, 
watch me more carefully." This child by 
the age of 4Vz had already learned — ob- 
viously from her mother — a certain at- 
titude toward children and child-rearing 
that surely will characterize her manage- 
ment of her own offspring 20 years later. 
Her tone of voice will be the same then 
too. 


Even professional people such as psy- 


chologists and psychiatrists, who have- 
acquired from their training and 
experience a lot of new concepts about 
how they are going to raise their children, 
often are surprised to find -the old- 
fashioned ideas they learned from their 
parents — about the naughtiness of 
touching the genitals, for instance — pop- 
ping out of their own mouths. I don't

want to get into the theoretical question 
of whether calmness of anxiety is better 
in managing this particular situation. I'm 
saying only that these automatic reac- 
tions take care of most issues of the day 
and are usually reliable. 


I think, for example, that the reason so 


many parents have been painfully uncer- 
tain about how much and what kind of 
television they should let their children 
watch — parents who are quite confident 
in laying down rules in other areas of 
child management — is that there was no 
television when these parents were 
children; they never learned at a basic 
level from their parents what attitudes or 
regulations to adopt. 


Another way in which parents un- 


consciously and successfully guide their 
children is through identification with 
them. Of course parents know that 
children mature by identification with 
their parents — the boy imagining how it 
would feel to be just like his father, 
pretending to do everything he has seen 
him do, copying his mannerisms; the girl 
identifying mainly with her mother. This 
is how children develop their physical 
and social skills, their desire to marry and 
have children of their own some day, 
their altruism and idealism — especially 
during the 3-to-6-year-old period. 


But all through the childhood and par- 


ticularly the infancy of their children, 
parents also are identifying with them. I 
can still remember the expression on my 
mother's face as she spoon-fed solid foods 
into my brother and youngest sister when 
they were babies. She would stick her 
own lower lip way down and out and then 
up, as she herself were carefully, taking 
in the dripping spoonload. Without 
realizing it, she was putting herself in a 
mood to understand how the infant felt 
and how he or she might best be fed. 


When a parent talks baby talk during a 


child's first and second years, keeping to 
very simplified grammar and vocabulary, 
using Daddy, Mommy and Johnny, in- 
stead of the personal pronouns that are so 
confusing in the earliest years, the parent 
has succeeded in getting in tune with the 
child's immaturity and is intuitively using 
the language the child will be most likely 
to understand. _ 


The sensitive schoolteacher who is in- 


troducing reading and arithmetic to first 
graders intuitively thinks and feels like a 
6-year-old in order to present the material 
in an understandable way and to think 
what aspects of it may be confusing. 


Even when dealing with adolescents, 


tactful parents are automatically putting 
themselves in their children's shoes as 
they answer questions, make requests, 
grant or withhold permission for 
privileges and give advice. Otherwise 
they would run into a lot more angry 
rebellion than they experience now. 


In the child-rearing study we've carried 


out for the last decade at Westen Reserve 
University Medical School, with the sup- 
port of the Grant Foundation, one of our 
staff members. Mary Bergen, first noted 
and then studied in detail the way in 
which most mothers — even in- 
experienced ones — intuitively anticipate 
their infant's or child's next stage of 
emotional development. In particular she 
studied the stages that bring about the 
child's progressive separation from the 
mother and that are likely to be painful to 
her — such as weaning from the breast or 
bottle in the first year and demands for 
independence in the second year. 


Mary Bergen and other staff members 


found evidence that most parents sense at 
the unconscious level potential tensions, 
deficiencies, hostilities deep within 
themselves (usually of mild degree) that 
have been left over from their own 
childhoods and that might interfere with 
the smooth upbringing of their child (for 
example, by overprotecting or by 
overstimulating), and they take steps, 
without being conscious of this, to protect 
the child from trauma from such in- 
fluences or to prepare the child specially 
to withstand them. 


These various automatic processes in 


parents take care of a great part of the 
rearing of children. What this means is 
that conscientious parents don't have to 
worry as much as they characteristically 
do about their own adequacy or the cor- 
rectness of the methods they are using. 
They can spend more time enjoying 
themselves and their children.

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Can Babies Get Smokers1 Cough From Mothers?

Babies are more likely to suf- 


fer from pneumonia and 
bronchitis if their mothers ate 
cigaret smokers, says an Israeli 
physician. 


Dr. Susan Harlap, an 


epidemiologist at Hebrew 
University Medical School in 
Jerusalem, notes that her study 
took 10 years and included 


medical records of 10,000 Israeli 
babies and.their mothers. 


"We were startled to learn 


there's a definite relationship 
between mothers who smoke at 
home and the incidence of 
pneumonia and bronchitis in 
their infants from 6 to 9 months 
old," she reports. 


"The survey showed the 


overall hospital admission rate 


of 20.4 per cent higher in infants 
whose mothers smoke at home. 
Admission rates for infants with 
bronchitis and pneumonia -are 
37.8 per cent higher." 


Dr. Harlap also discovered 


that the more cigarets are 
smoked at home,'the more 
babies get hospitalized. "Three 
times as many infants of 


mothers who smoked more than 
a pack a day were hospitalized as 
compared with the children of 
mothers who smoked only one to 
10 cigarets a day." 
" Dr. Harlap said -he also found 
that babies of smoking mothers 
had more coughs, colds, 
diarrhea and other childhood 
ailments.

David Stahmer 
are leading the drive, which has 
the support of eight other 
senators. 


The law is designed to in- 


crease state aid to local schools 
from a current level of $55 
million to $155 million over the 
next two years. 


The bill would also increase 


state sales and income taxes, 
while property taxes for school 
operating costs are expected to 
drop. 


Whitney has traveled exten- 


sively to boost the petition drive 
and has said he may take the 
issue to court if the drive fails. 


A court challenge could be of 


major importance because of a 
recent State Supreme Court 
ruling which held technical com- 
munity colleges were being 
financed by an unconstitutional 
property tax. 


Nebraska's constitution does 


not allow the state to levy a 
statewide property tax for state 
purposes. The court ruled the 
one-mill levy for the tech 
colleges was unconstitutional 
because it was not optional, and 
in effect became a statewide tax 
for a state purpose. 


Questions have been raised 


over whether LB772 would be 
vulnerable to a similar court 
challenge because it requires 
school districts to meeting a 
qualifying mill levy to receive 
state aid.

Rookies, Vets 
Discuss Issues 


San Diego (AP) — Nearly all the 53 r'wkies and free agents 


in the San Diego Chargers training camp met Thursday with 
about 30 striking members of the National Football League 
Players' Association. 


The draftees and free agents went to the edge of the Inter- 


national University training site after meeting with NFLPA 
executive director Ed Garvey on the campus to discuss strike 
issues. 


But several of the San Diego rookies and free agents in- 


dicated they were determined to maintain their regular practice 
schedule in an attempt to win berths on the NFL club. 


"You want to make the team, but you don't want to be vic- 


timized once you're on it," said one Charger rookie as he walked 
down the hill to meet with the strikers — many of them Charger 
veterans. 


"A lot of guys want to roll leave camp and join the picket 


lines," said another rookie. "But a lot are afraid." 


It was the first confrontation between striking NFL 


veterans and athletes who have defied picket lines at the 
league's first preseason training camp. Initial workouts began 
earlier in the day. 


Garvey, NFLPA president Bill Curry and Charger player 


representative Joe Beauchamp had met with the San Diego 
hopefuls for about one hour before the athletes agreed to speak 
with the pickets. 


Earlier, most of the strikers briefly invaded the campus in 


an unsuccessful attempt to accompany Garvey, Curry 
and Beauchamp to the lobbying meeting authorized by Charger 
owner Eugene Klein. 


The strikers despite the protests of a guard-marched about 


200 yards onto the campus. Garvey engaged in a heated dispute 
with a San Diego team attorney before the strikers left to 
resume their picketing. 


Klein agreed Wednesday — the first day of NFLPA 


picketing — to the meeting between the three officials and the 
practicing athletes. But Klein vowed that it would be the only 
such meeting he would allow within the Charger training camp, 
adding that the rookies and free agents were free to talk to the 
strikers off campus. 


The Houston Oilers were to open their preseason camp 


Saturday and Garvey and Curry said they would be on-hand to 
begin picketing. 


Sarge Karen, general counsel to the NFL Management 


Council, said, meanwhile, it would be "surprising if there is no 
call from the federal mediation service in the next week or two" 
for the resumption of face-to-face negotiations between the two 
sides. 


Karen said if the call was issued, management would agree 


to sit down and it would be "unwise" for the NFLPA not to do 
so. 


At issue in the strike are 63 demands by the players' associ- 


ation—especially 13 so-called "freedom issues." 


Among the freedom demands are elimination of the option 


clause, elimination of all fines and removal of NFL Commis- 
sioner Pete Rozelle from discipline and greivence matters. 


Klein reaffirmed his determination to begin the NFL season 


regardless of the strike by the veteran players. 


"We are here to prepare for the football season," he said. 


"We are going to have a season. We are going to play the six 
preseason games, and we are going to play with the best talent 
we have." 


Rejecting comments by strikers that the NFL management 


could not play a regular season this year with the veterans, Klein 
declared: •'This is not a bluff; this is not a wild statement." 


Klein denounced complaints by Garvey that that the rookies 


and free agents were being kept "locked up" at the training site. 


Klein said Garvey was "trying to start a confrontation by 


telling half-truths and innuendos" about the situation. 


Pettis Norman, a Charger veteran picketing the training 


camp, had argued with Klein when he was prevented from - 
acompany Garvey to speak with the players at the lobbying 
meeting on the campus. 


"I want to tell them (the rookies and free agents) what's 


taking place," Norman said. "They're going to practice those 
rookies until the veterans get there, then they're going to have 
to make cuts."

'Squat' Backs To Test NU Early 


Nebraska's defensive football team will be put to a severe 


test early in 1974 when the Cornhuskers on two successive weeks 
will face a couple of the nation's top running backs — Oregon's 
Don Reynolds and Wisconsin's Billy Marek. 


While neither were accorded first-team pre-season Ail- 


American ranking by Game Plan Football Magazine, which hit 
the Lincoln newsstands at mid-week, both were listed on the 
honorable mention list. 


The top three runners were Oklahoma's Joe Washington, 


Ohio State's Archie Griffin and Pittsburgh's Tony Dorsett. All 
have outstanding credentials, but so do Reynolds and Marek. 


Nebraskans no doubt remember Marek, who as a 


sophomore almost led the Badgers to an upset victory last year 
in Memorial Stadium. He gained 145 yards in 30 attempts as the 
Huskers came from behind to win 20-16 with just 2:48 
remaining. 


Marek and Reynolds are almost carbon copies. Both stand 


5-8 and both weigh in at 180 pounds. Both run to daylight very 
well. 


A sophomore last year, Marek scored 14 touchdowns and 


rushed for 1.207 yards during Wisconsin's heartbreak season in 
which there were four losses by a total of 10 points — to Purdue 
by one, Minnesota by two, Colorado by three and Nebraska by 
four. 


Game Plan sees the Badgers whipping Purdue this season 


by 10 points a week before Nebraska goes to Madison for a 
regionally televised game. The magazine comments:' "Wiscon- 
sin is an experienced outfit with good offensive firepower." 


Reynolds, who'll be a senior, rushed for 1,002 yards last 


season. He also caught 13 passes and returned kickoffs for 362 
yards. He ranked 20th in the nation in all-purpose running while 
earning AH-Pacific-8 honors. 


"Don certainly is the best back I have coached and he has to 


rank as one of the top three running backs in the country, in my 
opinion," said Duck coach Don Read during spring practice. 
"Don 
is head and shoulders above other runners because he 


always rises to the occasion, and that's what spells real 
greatness." 


Reynolds' first "occassion" in 1974 will come against the 


Cornhuskers Sept. 14 in Memorial Stadium. 


Ten Big Eight Players Listed 


Only three Big Eight players on the first team All-American 


of Game Plan are from Oklahoma, the team the magazine picks 
to win the conference and rank third nationally. They are run- 
ning back Joe Washington, linebacker Rod Shoate and defensive 
back Randy Hughes. 


Nebraska had two mentions — quarterback Dave Humm 


and fullback Tony Davis. "If Davis or Humm should get hurt, 
the Huskers could be in a lot of trouble," Game Plan notes as it 
picks Nebraska for No. 2 in the conference race. Should the 
forecast be correct, look out Miami on New Year's Day. 


Other Big Eighters mentioned were Steve Davis, Oklahoma 


quarterback; Mick Strachan, Iowa State running back; guard 
John Roush of Oklahoma, end Emmett Edwards of Kansas and 
guard Doug Payton of Colorado. 


Notre Dame, Ohio State, Oklahoma and Alabama are 


ranked in that order with undefeated seasons in prospect 
Southern California is next, losing only to the Irish in the last 
game of the season. Likewise, Michigan's hopes for an unbeaten 
year will be dashed by the Buckeyes in the last game and Bo 
Schembechler won't make it to the Rose Bowl again. 


Louisiana State's only loss will be early in November to 


Alabama while the magazine says Nebraska will fall only to 
Oklahoma.

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Ocean 'Gold Rush' Warning Issued 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 


Britain warned on Thursday of a 
technological "gold rush" in the 
world's oceans if nations cannot 
agree on a global treaty for their 
use. 


"What is really new about the 


sea is the dramatic revelations of 
the wealth which lies on and 
beneath the sea bed," David En- 
nals, minister of state for foreign 
and Commonwealth affairs, told 
the U.N. conference on tie law 
of the sea. 


He predicted that by 1980, 


offshore oil wells could be 
producing more than half of the 
world's total oil supplies instead 
of the present 18 per cent. He 


noted that Britain itself expects 
to be self-sufficient in oil 
supplies by the early 1980's from 
its offshore exploitation. 


"The horizon of exploration is 


of course much wider than this," 
he told the 148 nations gathered 
here in the biggest international 
meeting ever to forge a constitu- 
tion of the oceans. 


"There is still much to be 


learned about the resources of 
the deep ocean floor, but the 
mineral wealth to be gained 
from manganese nodules on the 
deep sea bed may prove to be 
even more important. 


"Apart from manganese, these 


nodules are known to contain 


nickel, copper and cobalt in 
exploitable quantities. The data 
becoming available indicates 
that the quantities of metals 
recoverable might correspond 
roughly in magnitude to known 
land-based reserves." 


Ennals said these new sources 


of wealth "present exciting 
prospects for a world with a 
rapidly rising population and a 
shortage of many resources. 


"They present great dangers, 


too. It is not too difficult to im- 
agine the competition which 
could be stimulated if we do not 
internationalize the sea bed. The 
days of the gold rush in the 
U.S.A. could be relived but with 


a much higher level of 
technology than was possessed 
by those pioneers." 


Ennals, echoing the sen- 


timents of other countries which 
have already addressed the sea 
conference, called for "an effec- 
tive regime" to ensure that the 
riches of the sea beyond national 
limits will be for "the common 
heritage of mankind and be 
developed for the benefit of the 
whole of the world community." 


Ennals also declared that Bri- 


tain, with some reservations, is 
prepared to go along with what 
appears to be a growing trend: 
to accept global standards for 
coastal ocean limits. 


Dissident Ends 
Hunger Strike 


Moscow (AP) — Political dis- 


sident Andrei Sakharov said 
Thursday night he was ending a 
six-day hunger strike, for 
medical reasons. He said he lost 
17.6 pounds and complained of 
failing eyesight and feeling dizzy 
after six days of taking only 
water. 


Sakharov began Ms hunger 


strike to protest treatment of 
political prisoners in Russia and 
to give force to an appeal made 
to President Nixon and Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev on the 
eve of their Moscow summit. 


Among the things Sakharov 


called for in his letter to the two 
leaders was freedom for political 
prisoners. 


New SST Makes More Noise 


Washington (AP) - The Con- 


corde SST and its Russian 
counterpart, the TU144, will 
produce noise that carries 
farther and has an impact on 
more people than even the 
loudest conventional jets now in 
use, a Transportation Depart- 
ment report concludes. 


The report says the plane 


noise will probably not sound 
much louder than the noisiest 
conventional jets but that 
frequency levels produced by the 
SST engines will probably cover 
a greater distance. 


"Substantial adverse public 


reaction is expected," the report 
warns, if the federal government 
allows either plane to begin 
scheduled flights at any U.S. air- 


port, except possibly,' the new 
Dallas-Fort Worth regional air- 
port. That airport is surrounded 
by sparsely populated land. 
' The Concorde already has 
made several demonstration 
flights into U.S. airports and its 
builders currently have pending 
with the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration a request for ap- 
proval of 36 promotional flights 
from London to U.S.' cities. The 
plane could begin regularly 
scheduled service as'early as the 
end of 1975. 


The department's report, 


dated Dec. 11,1973, was turned 
over to lawyers for the En- 
vironmental Defense Fund as 
the result of a court suit. EOF 
made the document available to 


the public. 
, 
The report says the Concorde, 


using the recommended landing 
strip at John F. Kennedy Inter- 
national Airport in New York Ci- 
ty, would expose 55,000 persons 
to noise levels of 100 effective 
perceived noise decibels 
(EPNdBs) — or about the same 
sensation of noise a person 
would get while standing 50 feet 
from a highway as a heavy-duty 
diesel truck roared past. 


In contrast, the report said, a 


Boeing 707 using the same lan- 
ding strip would expose about 
35,000 persons to the same noise 
and a 707 with sound-absorbing 
material in its engines would 
expose about 7,000 persons to 
the same noise.
